Provisions of the CoDTentlon of Wblch 
Batiilcatfons Have Been 
Exctaaugred. 

Immlgfratiou of Chinese Laborers 
Absolutely Prohlbitea-Other 

ProvlBlons. 



Washington, Deo, 7. — The ratiSoatlons 
of the nevr emignnt coBvention between the 
United States and China were exchanged at 
the State departmoot to-day by Soorotary 
Gres^am and Minister Yanf; Yu. Only the 
Preaident'a proclamation of tho fact, which 
should be made to-morrow, romaina to make 
it} binding upon the oitizans of both coun- 
tries. The oonveiition will remain in force 
for ten yours from to-day, and unless six 
months lioforo that time notice of its final 
termination ahall bo fjiveu by either party it 
continues for a similar period. The oonveu- 
tio^ is designed to provide rooiprooally for 
the better protection of oitizans or eubjocta 
of each country within the jurisdiotion of 
the other. 

Article 1 stipulates that ezoepfc nnder oon- 
ditions subacquently apeoified the immigra- 
tion of Chinese laborers to the. United 
States shall be absolutely prohibited. 

Article 2 excepts from the proTisions of 
the preceding article the return to the'Unit- 
ed States of every rrgiatered Chinese labor- 
er who haa a lawful child or parent in tho 
United Statea or property to thu value of 
Sl.OOOnr dobta of likenmounC pending settle- 
ment. Toseourethisexception, however, auch 
laborer is compelled before leaving the 
United States to deposit with the caileotor 
of ouatoma before lie departa a full desorip- 
tion in writing of his family or property or 
debts, and ahull in e.tchaDgo bo furniahed 
with a certiiiottto of his right to return. For- 
feiture of tho right ia provided in case the 
description is proven to bo faleo. 

Article .') exoopta tho right at prcaonb on- 
joyed of Chinese subjects being ofliclala, 
teaohora, atudente, meruhanta or travellera 
for curiosity or pleasure but not loborera of, 
comint; to, or residing in the □. S. This 
class, however, is admitted only upon a cer- 
tiScate approved by the diplomatic or oon- 
Bular representative of tho country at the 
port whence euoh Chinese depart. The 
privilege of transit of Chinese laborers 
across the U, S. in journeying to or from 
other countries is continued. 

By Article 4 it is agreed that Chinese of 
the laboring or any other olaas either per- 
manently or temporarily In tho U. S. shall 
have all tho protection to their peraona and 
property thai ia given to oitizena of the 
moat favored natiena except the rii^ht to be- 
come naturalized altlzena. 

Article 5 recognlzea the ri^ht of China to 
enact and enforce aimilar laws and regula- 
titns to oar Chinese registration act, pro- 
vid'ni; for the administration of all Ameri- 
^^ii;--sktlled.and nnskiUed, laborers residing 
in China, and binds this government to re 
^ort to the (tovemment of China the full 
name, age, oooupation and place of resid 
once of all oitfzsns of the United States, in 
eluding missionaries, within and without 
the treaty porta of China."

The Powers Called Upon to Redeem 
the Pledsres Taken In 
Berlin. 

London, Dec. 7. — The Morning Post 
printa thia dlapatoh from Constantinople : 
Great Britain waa asked at the aame time 
with tho United Statea to appoint a, mem- 
ber of the Armenian oommiasion. The 
Washington govornniont aaaented imme- 
diately. Then Mr. Cleveland telegraphed 
that he had reoonsidered the matter. Great 
Britain, the United States and Turkey 
are etill in communication, but nothing 
final has been arranged. The Porte again 
explains that the trouble originated in an 
Armenian outbreak against Turkish author- 
ity, accompanied by conflicts between the 
Armenians and Kurda. Troops were sent to 
repress the disorders, it ia said, and possibly 
in cQeoting their orders they killed a num- 
ber of people, but the alleged murders and 
outrages are deemed wholly improbable, in- 
asmuch as Turkish troops would only fight 
against armed rebola." . 

A deputation from tlie Armenian Society 
called to-day at tho Russian, -.French, Ger- 
mau, Austrian and Italian embassies and 
presented a petition appealing to tho powers 
to remember the pledges taken by them in 
Berlin. 

The DailylNewB will lay to-morrow that 
Miles A. .lewett, U. S. consul in Sivas, baa 
been iostruoted from Washington to attend 
the commission of inquiry in Armenia while 
maintaining a strictly independent attitude 
toward tho reprosentativea of the European 
powers. 

CONSTANTINOI'I.K. Uoo. 7. — Ths Sultan 
yesterday deapotohed an invitation to tho 
Preaident of the United States to participate 
through a repreaontative In a mixed com- 
mission of powers to visit Armenia and in- 
vestigate the conditions there. President 
Cleveland declined tho invitation but inti- 
mated a willingness to permit an American 
representative to accompany the proposed 
commission in an indopondftnt capacity. 
The Sultan thereupon ciljled to tho Presi- 
dent invitinc; tho appointment of such a re- 
presentative and to-day learned that tho 
United Statea would accept tho modified in- 
vitation. 

Vienna, Doo. 7. — A diapatoh from Con- 
atantinople soys Sir Philip Currio, tho 
British ambasaador at Conatantinope, is dia- 
aitiafied with the Porte's atatement that 
tho Armenian outragea were only ordinary 
acta of brigandage, and he haa made fur- 
ther strong reprenontations to the Porto 
that Great 15ritain is awaro that the alTair 
partook of tho nature of a rising upon the 
part of the Armenians, owing to tho in- 
tolerablo situation, tho abaence of security 
for life and property, and the dopredationa 
of the Kurds. Sir Philip holds that tho 
official oommnnioation was intended as a 
guide to the oommiseion, and to prejudice 
the case. It ia reported that further dia- 
turbapcea have ooourred in the Zeitnn dis- 
trict, in the mountains of Asia Minor, and 
Saasoun.

'WiamsoaoSf Deo;' 6.— When *i>« Denjc 
oratio senatorial oancas adjonmed fihis 
afternoon at 5 o'olook, those who had been 
endeavoring to got some action that would 
make it possible to pass the so-called 
" popgun " tariff bills and strike the difTer- 
entiai duty of one-eighth of a oent a pound 
on refined suKar from thO'Sngar soheduie, 
gave up all hoper., No organized effort was 
made to push these bills nOr will there be 
any cloture rule offered in the senate with 
tho endorsement of the Damooratio caocos. 
This much was determined by the refusal of 
tho ciuous to act uffirmatlvely upon proposi- 
tions whioh had in viow both the cloture 
and the passage of tho pop.gun bills. After 
a long discussion the caucus agreed upon 
certain moasuros of proposed legielation to 
be presented for the consideration of 
the sonate and pushed to completion if pos- 
siblo. Theee subjects are as follows : A 
bankruptcy bill, a bill for the oonatrnotion 
of tho Nicaragua canal, a currency bill, bills 
for the admission of tho territories of Ari- 
zona and New Mexico, and the consideration 
by tho house of the joint resolution provid- 
ing for tho election of U. S. senators by the 
people.

Brads treat's aud Dan's Summary of 
the Commercial Outlook— Im- 
provement Noted. 



Bank Cleariiiffs aud Business Failures 
—A Keductiou in Liabilities 
Reported. 



New York, Deo. 7.— Bradstreet'a to 
morrow will say : At the larger Eastern 

cities retail trade has aaaumed tho cbarao 
toristlcs of tho holiday soaaon. Tho demand 
from jobbera ia mainly to fill out depleted 
stocks and tho activity ia mainly among re 
tailors. At tho South there ia reasonable 
activity in staple goods, with a moderate 
improvement at Nashville, Chattanoogs, 
Savannah, Augusta and Jacksonville. 
Southern jabbers are paying us much atten- 
tion to collecting bills as to aelling goods. 
Annong the central Western cities Cleve- 
land and Cincinnati are exceptional in re- 
porting moderate gains in tho demand in a 
few lines, and the first named In 
oreaeed manufactures. In Chicago the 
sales of shoea, rubber goods and 
hardware are smaller. Kanaas City 
jobbers send an encouraging report, baaed 
on the effort to push trade in Texas with 
favorable results. North of Kansas City 
and west of Chicigo trade reports are less 
favorable becauao uf the unseaeonably open 
weather, and throughout Nebraska and the 
adjacent regions owing to the need of rain. 
Sulath announoes the departnre of the last 
lake vessel for the ssason. The tendency of 
prices ia to inoteased firmness. Anthracite 
c >al prices only nominally advanced. The 
prices of leather.'copper, lumber, bessomur 
pig iron, steol billots and steel rails, lead 
and tobioco are ull said to bo unchanged in 
prico and in iiiHtaiicca firmer. Tlio im- 
proving character of trade of late ia ahowint; 
itself in the hank clearings ; tho totals 
for this week amount to f 1,1(31,000,000, an 
increase of 14 per cent, over tho precoding 
■week and of 5 per cent, over tho firat week 
of Decombor, ISil.'l, but a docroaso of 'JO por 
cent, aa compared with tho samo week in 
i892, at or about which por cent, aoino of 
tho largest weekly hunk clourings totals 
wore recorded. Tho (inancial portions of 
the President'a meaaagn have produced 
a favorable iniprcesiou in speculative 
circles despite tho expected delay 
in securing legislation on tho currency. 

Dun it Co. will aay to morrow : It ia dif- 
ficult to detect any change in current busi- 
ness. The prospects for buainoss after Janu- 
ary 1 are quite generally considered to be 
more hopeful. Tho llabitities in tho fallurea 
for the laab week of November were 52,0.')S,- 
407 against ?2,904,47G for the same week 
laat year ; buu the decrease waa wholly in 
manufaoturiDg llabiiitieB, $427,644, against 
$1,675,027 laat year. The wholesale trading 
liabilities were $1,667,.348 agtinst $1,208,449 
last year. For the four weeks of November 
the aggregate was $10,681',87.3 against $20,- 
841,G'21 last year. The failures this week 
have boon 385 in the United States against 
285 last year and 40 in Canada ogainat 12 
ast year.

London, Deo. 7.— Horatio Walpolo, Earl 
of Oxford, died to-day. He was tho oldest 
eon of the third i-larl and was born in 181,3, 
succeeding to tho title in 1858.

A Warsaw dispatch says it is stated there 
that the Czar has ordered General Gourko, 
governor of Warsaw, not to interfere with 
tho Catholic clergy. General Gourko, who 
tendered his resignation on the lat instant, 
will bo succeeded by Count Pusohkin, now 
governor of Odessa. 

Under the aurplces of the British board of 
trade tho oonferenoe dologatoa from munici- 
pal and agricultural bodies aseombled here 
yesterday for the purpose of conaidering 
methods and means for the construction of 
light railways in remote districts, by which 
farmers might be brought into closer touch 
with the markets. Under the present gov- 
ernment regulations no railway can bo built 
for less than $60,000 per mile, but it ia 
thought the law can be modified to admit of 
the conatruotion of light railways for the 
transportation of farm produce, fish, etc. 

A long and bitter debate in the Belgian 
chamber was ended to-day with the passage 
of the royal oivil list. The socialists sar- 
passed themselves this afternoon in their 
denunciation of capitalists and the no- 
bility.

The Coancll Makes Arraoa:emenrs for 
Important Ueetioica With the 
Hiuistei' of Marine. 



Letter From the I'ostOfflee Employes 
— Kesolation ia the Matter of 
Dairy Development. ; 



The oonnoil of the B. C. Board of Trade 

'held a RpooiEtl and important meeting yeator- 
day, Preaident A. C. Flumnitelb being in the 
chair. The firat matters draili with were in 
■oonneotion with the visit to Victoria of Sir 
Charles Hibbert Tapper, C»nadian minlater 
of marine at4 fiaheries. It waa arranged 
that the senlera (hould meet him at 3 in the 
afternoon (yeaterduy) and at 2 30 p.m. on 
Monday; that the salmon ounncra should 
have a conference with him on Monday at 
10 30 a.m., and that a ipeoial goneral meoi; 
ing of the board should be called for Tuesday 
forenonu at JO. 80 n'olook, to discuss matters 
of ({eneral interest with the minister. 

Under the head of communications, the 
already published letter of Mr. J. S. L'irko, 
Dominion trade commiaaionor to Auacralia, 
was read, announcing his probable urrivnl in 
Victoria ou the 1-Uh or 15:h inataut. The 
letter waa referred to tho trade and naviga- 
tion commitieo, who will arrange for a riit;et- 
iny beiween Mr. Luko and the repreaeiita- 
tivu bnaiiicBH men of ttie oily. 

A letter Iroiii Adjutant Archibald, of 
tho S:Uv:itioii Army, waa read. U aufigeatid 
tho pro[)rioty of the board's prcai'tuing an 
addresB to tJeiierul lioolh during liia furth- 
comin); viait to llio oily. Tnia ougnfation 
was deliated and it waa decided lo inform 
the Adjutant tliat aueli action would be 
rather without tho povvera and province of 
the board. 

Vrom tho employes of the Victoria post 
oflico came the appended petition, which 
provoked an auimaied discuislon and was 
dually placed on file :

nothing of material obligations entered into 

on the strength of ultimately getting tho 

aforesaid allowance from the time it was 

voted, Were it not for the stress of circum- 

atanoes into which we are thus forced we 

would not again trouble yon on this vexed 

question. Thanking you for past tflorts on 

our behalf, and again proauming to solicit 

the renewal ot your concerted inliueace with 

the powera thai be."

Tho largoat fire that oo- 
cmred tliia year waa caused eUwtrioi'y. ^ 
Victoria West and tho oustern portions of 
the city require protection, At almost 
every tiro in the looalities mentioned the 
r'icord shows that baildlnita wcreoompietely 
doatroyed. 

" The fire department of Victoria ooneista 
of aixteen call men, throo call foremen, ono 
call asBiatant engineer, threo ongineora of 
steam firo enginea, four drivora, ono _ tiller- 
man anil ono permanent hoooinan — in all, 
including tho Chief, thirty men. A major- 
ity of the men nro married and livo away 
from the fire hall. Tho call men rooolve 
818 per month. Tho dopartmonl costs 
about R'J'J.OOO per year and the Iko inaur- 
anoo companies are taxed about SU.OOO, 
leaving $13,000 for (b« waiotenaDce of tho 



fire dep-trtment outaide of the amount f urn- 
iehed by the insurance oompaniea. For 
mparison permit me to state th«t ihn 
Seatt e fire department coats over SSr« 0(10 
yearly. Taooma'a ooata about JTo.OUU. 
Winnipeg ba< thirty fail paid men un(\ tlio 
dep»tmeot ooate ^5,000 annually. Tho 
annual expenses of the Toronto fire depart- 
ment; amount to $150.000 ; Montreal's do- 
partmrnt ooats $155,000; Hamilton'a $34,- 
OUO Durini; the last year of the 
volunteer fire department the fire loss 
io this city air.oanted to $126,000. 
The loaaes for the nine BBooeeding 
years total ?209,0UU or $23,222 annually. 
Fortunately the city has been free from 
diaaatrous fires, due in a great measare to 
the prompt woik of the department. But 
win this good fortune continue 7 It would 
be out of place for mo to illustrate the many 
ways by which the fire department might be 
of little value ; but I might state that we 
have attended many firea oatonaibly oiuaed 
by persona aelling out to the insnranoe oom- 
panies. 

" The sum total of the requisites of the 
fira department are : 1, water supply ; 2, a 
full paid force ; H, more engines ; 4, pro- 
tsotkon for Victoria West and the Eastern 
section ; d, inspector of electric wires ; 6, an 
interest on the part of the property owners 
In the safety of their lives and belongings 



" You will kindly pardon mo for this 
lengthy communication, but you nro no 
doubt awaro that a person in my poaition, 
with millions of dollars' worth of property 
under hia caro, feola keenly tho apathy and 
want of conaldoration given by Iho general 
public to m.itterB of thia kind until a 
cilamity awakens them to tho roalizition of 
auoh diMaatera oe occurred in yeafllo, Vun- 
couvf, Spokane ond recently in Winnipeg. 
I have the honor to be, etc.

The oommunioation, with au aooompany- 
ing memorandum of the strength and (quip- 
ment of the departments of Vancouver, 
Weatminster, Seattle, Tacoma and Winni- 
peg, waa ordered to be acknowledged with 
the thanks of the board. 

On the motion of Mr. C. E. Bcnonf, seo- 
ondcd by Mr. D. R Kor, the following im- 
portant resolution waa after a brief diaoua- 
aion adopted unp.nimously ; 

" Whereas a large amount of butter and 
cheoBo ia unnuully import^d into the Prov- 
inco, aggregating over ^."lU.UOO in value ; 

" And whoroaa it ia deairablo to encourage 
the production of dairy produola within the 
Provinoe, in order that the largo suma an- 
nually drained therefrom might be retained 
therein with general advantage to the coun- 
try ^ 

" And whereas this heavy drain upon the 
Province can be sucoeeBfiilly checked by the 
establishment of co-operative faotories, and 
by the inauguration of a well considered ays- 
teni o-f manufacture of these products ; 

" And whereas tho Dominion government 
is ov-jiending Urge sums annually in all tho 
ICaatorn provinces, and in the Northwest, 
in inaugurating and assisting the co oper- 
ative dairy system. 

And whereas groat buoccsb has attended 
this work at il great benetiis have accrued 
tc'lho agriouliurist where thia system has 
been inauKuratod;; 

"And whereas the provincial government 
could also aasiat towards this ena ; 

" Therefore bo it resolved: That thia 
board do raepcotfuUy urge upon the Domin- 
ion government thegrcao neccseity of an ci- 
tonsioD to thia province of tho aid granted in 
tho other provinces, in the establishment of 
tho'oo-oporotive dairy system. 

"And that this board is of the opinion 
that the praTio::ial government oould ma- 
terially aasiat suoh woi k by bonusing for a 
limited number of years the output of all 
co operative dairies, such bonus to be re- 
st rioted to a speoified amount per pound on 
butter and cheese produced and marketed, 
and that a copy of this resolation be sent 
ta :— 

" The Hon. the Minister of Agriculture 
at Oitawa ; tite Bon, the Minister of Agrl- 
oulture at -Vietoria ; the membeca of the 
House of Coatimons for the prorlnoe ; the 
members of thelProviocial Legltlatare andjtbe 
aeveral Buards of Trade ; with a request for 
their }-opertition in aeourlng such aid." 

<Next in the-order ot bnaiaeaa waa read 
the following letter from Mr. P A. Paulsoo, 
which it was decided to acknowledge with 
thanks, the writer being informed that the 
questions are too broad for the board to talce 
up upon tho lines suggested :

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THE TRUTH OF THE MATTER. 

We find that onr evening contemporary 
in the matter of the utterftnoea of Sir 
Charles Tupper in Scotland has been doing 
what it too ( f cen does — reasoning upnn pre- 
miaea which are wholly falae. Our con- 
temporary would have its readers believe 
that) a veteran politician and dlploroatiat, aa 
tlie Hi^h Commiaaioner iajadmitted to be, 
went to Scotland and there " wantonly 
insulted " the Government of Great 
Britain. If our contemporary had been 
nothing but cautious, if it had no 
higher motive than a regard for its own 
reputation for intelliKence, it woold tiave 
hesitated to give credence to auoh a report, 
and it would have waited for more and 
better information before it made anoh an 
unlikely atory the subject of loading arti- 
cles. 15ut the Timea was too eager to say 
flomethlng injurious of an eminent Conserv- 
ative to refrain from repeating with ezag. 
gerationi of Ita own every fooliali rumor that 
reached it about what Sir Cbarlea Topper 
was reported to have said in Edinburgh and 
Dundee, 

Weil, the Dundee papers have ootne to this 
aide of the ocean with full reports of Sir 
Charles' speech. Here is the dreadful do- 
liveranoe which contained the " wanton in- 
aulta " expatiated upon by the Times aa it 
. la given from the Dundee Fresa in the lead- 
ing artioleof the Toronto Mali of the la t 
inst.: 

He (Sir Charles) did not intend to en- 
dorse every word that these gentlemen had 
aaid. (Ueur, hear.) He would be very un- 
willing to say a single disparagiog word of 
Mr. Gardner, or of any member ot the pres- 
ent Oovernmeat, or of the party by whom 
thoy were oppoaed. Aa High Commissioner 
for Canada ho was precluded from taking 
any part in i|uostiona of a party character 
between tho two great political parliea 
of this country. Hut while ho said 
that, ho was bound to say alao that, as High 
Commisaionur for (J^nada, he hud received 
during varicua Administrations in this 
country nothing from either tho ono party 
or tho other tliat did not indicate tho moat 
hearty good feeling towards Canada, and in- 
variable kindnoea towarda himsijif. Ho 
wiahed to eay tho samo of Mr. Ciardnor, bo- 
cauae it must not bo forgotten — and ho mou- 
tioneditin oonsfquonoo of a contrast that 
had jaat been made between Mr. Gardner 
and Mr. Chaplin— that Mr. Chaplin aup- 
ported the reaolution moved by tho Oppoai- 
tion in tho Houae of Commons to prevent 
live cattle ever boing allowed to come into 
this country. That resolution was ro- 
aiated atrongly by Mr. Gardner— (hear, 
hear)— and not only eo, but he (Sir 
Charles) was bound to add that Mr. 
Gardner suoceeded on that oooasion in nega- 
tiving that reaolutlon by tho support which 
the Government received from the Irish 
membera. (Applauae.) Under these oir- 
oumatanoea they could quite aoe that ho was 
not prepared to aay a alngle word that oould 
in tho slighUat degree give a party oooiplez- 
ion to this matter. In his (Sir Charles ) 
opinion, it was not Mr. Gardner who waa at 
fault in tho matter, it was not the present 
Oovornmont who wore at fault. The trouble, 
he added, lay with the experts who had 
come to the conclusion that Canadian cattle 
wore diseased, on inaulliolont data. Canada 
had no pleuro pneumonia, and had olTercd 
to pay all the expouses of tho veterinarians 
if they ohoae to go out to the Dominion and 
teat the question for themselves. 

A more guarded apeeoh than this oould 
hardly have been made. ItaeomB os If tho 
High Commtailoner was just a little too 
oareful not to give oflfanoe. Sir Charles evl- 
dently believed that he was nob bound In 



reason or by hia position to refrain from 
saying what he thought of the work done by 
experts employed by the Government, 
Sorely the Times is not of the opinion that 
there is a divinity hedging 'eveifyone whom 
a government sees fit to employ, and that 
his work whether good or bad must be held 
sacred from oriticlem. Thia ia part of the 
creed of Johnny Tafthnnter, EFq.,bntwedid 
not Icnow that It had been embraced by the 
organ of the Liberal party in this city. In 
this Canadian cattle buainees tho Times has 
taken a very peculiar but cbarauterlalio 
courao, and has shown how intensely and 
blindly partisan it is. 

BFFEOTIYB HELP, 

The Dominion Government baa heen 
holping the farmers of the Maritime Pro- 
vinces of tho East in a moat eflfcctual way. 
It has boon teaching them how to help 
themselves, how to make tho moat of ono of 
the richest and at tho samo time tho meet 
neglected of their resouroea. It has been 
teaching them to malce auoh oheeae and 
such butter aa will command the 
highest prices in the British and 
West India markets. This teaching 
has boon most suooeaafui in Prince lidward 
Island. Hvory f jot of that island ia avail- 
able for agriculture. There ia hardly an 
acre of barren land in it from one end to tho 
other, and there are no roolts. Yet with 
these advantages tha island produced little 
butter that commanded a good price abroad 
and not as much cheese as was required for 
homo consumption. 

^ in 1892 the Dominion Government sent 
dairy inatruotora to the ialand, and the first 
dairy station was established in the aeltlo- 
niont of Now Perth in that year. Tho 
hrst pxporiniontal shipment of cheoBO 
from the island was made in tho 
fall of ISO'J, Ita (juttlity was pronounc- 
ed good. To-day there are sixteen cheeao 
faotoriea and two creameries in tho Pro. 
vince, all managed by the dairying soi vice 
of the Department of Agriculture." Ono 
Montreal firm purchased there a few weeks 
ago 9,974 boxes of cheese " at top market 
prices." The quantity already exported ia 
considerable. Last year the total turn-over 
at the Government stations was under $60, 
000. Thla aeaaon the value of the output 
of cheese was within a few dollars of $8U,- 
000, besides which there is the value of the 
butter, which will bo SI5.000. Tho 
total quantity of cheese made was 
l'_',022 boxes. The total quantity 
of the milk received at the oheeae 
faotoriea waa 4,259 tona. Thla ia good 
progreas in little more than two years. 

Hero ia the testimony as to the ([uality of 
the cheese which the farmers of Prince Kd 
ward Island have learned to make : 

Speaking at a meeting of the presidents 
and sooretariea of the eighteen dairying com- 
panioB of P. E. Island in Charlottetowo, 
Mr. Hodgson said that the quality of the 
cheese produced was aa fine as tho finest 
produced in any part of Canada. Prof. Rob 
ertaon cDnfirms this opinion and says thai 
the reputation of tho Island cheese for ex 
cellence is now well established in Kngland 
and here. He gives credit to Mr. Dillon, 
dairy Boperintendent for P. E. Island, for 
bringing the quality of the cheese to tho 
very front in good name for superior and 
uniform quality. 

Thia is what the Dominion Government 
has done for one of the provinoes of the DO' 
minion and we are asked, what ia to hinder 
ita doing aa much for British Columbia 
Our anawer is, nothing that wo know of. If 
the farmers of British Columbia want to 
learn how to make good marketable butter 
and cheese, and there are enough of them 
to atipply not eighteen but four or five dairy 
at<itions, we are quite convinced that If the 
proper applications are made dairy instruc 
tors will be sent here, and as muoh will be 
done for British Columbia as has 
boon done for Prince Edward Ialand, 
with aa good results. We have no doubt 
that Professor Robertaon will give any per 
son, official or other, all the information he 
may need as to how these dairy stations are 
eatabllahed and the conditiona on which 
Government aid and instruotion can be 
proonred. 

A UTTLm HASH. 

Our esteemed correspondent " Pedagogy " 
has, we submit, been juat a little too hasty. 
He should have given the article which he 
undertakes to criticise some consideration 
boforo ho began hia attack. Ho write 
under a very curious miaapprehouHion, aa the 
following extract from hia orilicisin allows 
After alluding to tho fact that both the 
iMiniater of Education and the Superin 
tendent of Soboola have recommended the 
cstabliahment of a Normal School, he 
goes on to say : " A Suggestion hints 
that these two experts who are 
auppoBcd to have duly niautered 
thoir aubjjct arc all wrong, and that the 
satno advantages may be obtained in aome 
mysterious way by an old gentleman oilled 
Experience, who ia to teach the teachers," 
oto. When wo turn to our article, we find 
tho very tirat words that follow the quota 
tion from tho Suporintondont'a report are 
" Dr. Pope la no doubt right." How our 
corrcapondent pan make "right" read 
" wrong " we find lb Impoasible to conceive 
In our article we did not say one word in 
disparagement of a Normal School or 
hint in the remotest manner that 
such an inalitution ia unnooessary 
What wo did was to very modestly auggeal 
that in tho event of the Government not 
finding it practicable to eatablfah a Normal 
Soliool at once the T)epartment might adopt 
aome plan to enoourage -^teachers to perfect 
themaolvos in the art of teaching. What 
we reoommfindcd was, in tlFoct, tho promo 
tion of teaohora aooording to merit — that 
niorit to be effioienoy in the art of teaching. 
Thia la the reoommendation which our cor- 
respondent oondemns without hesitation and 
without qoalifloation, 

" Pedagogy " seems to think very littlo of 
thetoaohingof Professor Exporioiice, Wodif- 
fer from him in this, for wo have the 
most profound veneration for the old gentle- 



man. The establishment of a Normal 
School will nob have the effect of driving 
him out of the pohlio sohools. The better 
qualified the ednoator Is the higher la the 
value that he places on the lessons of Kx- 
perlence. It will be tho venerable Profes- 
sor's buainesa to finleh tho educational oourae 
of the graduates of the Normal School acd 
to teat their ability to put in praotioe what 
they have learned. 

It is not to be expected that a Normal 
School will turn cue tenchera ready made 
and warranted to do their work 
as a factory turua out sowing 
machines or type - writing mauhiner. 
The material on which the Normal School 
Professor worha ia not like clay In the handa 
of the potter or metal under tho hammer of 
the smith. After be haa done hia bsst he 
muat of necessity be uncertain to u gL'eut 
•jxtent as to the clFoct which hia teaching 
has produced. It is after tho men and 
women who have paaaed through his handa 
have been in the aohool c f Experience a few 
years that their oapabilitios, moral and iu- 
tellootual, can bo proved. 

" Pedagogy " sees great dillioultios in 
the way of Inspectors judging tho merits 
of tho teachera. One would think from the 
way in which he writes that he believes 
that the Department of Education lets 
a number of raw and inexperienced teachers 
loose upon tho country and then leaves 
them to take oaro of themselves and the 
schools they aro entrusted to teach. But that 
is not tho way in which the Department 
does ita work. It can be Been by the re- 
porta that it takea note of the way In which 
ovory school in tho country is conducted, 
Tlie School Inapoctor follows oloHo on the 
heels of the miner and tho rancher, and a 
teacher cannot be long ut work boforo that 
oUicial oan tell how he performs his duties. 
The 200,000 gqoare miles are all covered by 
the energotlc Inspeotora, and if they can re 
port on the cchools they cin judge of the 
([ualifioaticina of tho teacher not "super- 
ticiaily " but by tho work ho does, 

Wo would lilco to say a word or two a\i ut, 
"eiporimenticg" on pupils, but we have only 
room to remark that there are teaobera who 
do not experiment, who do their duty in a 
dull, soulless, mechanical way, who are the 
slaves of system, teachers who do what they 
can to destroy what intelleotual life there 
may be in tho children. Such teachers are 
a thousand timea woraa than the experi 
mooters, for there Is intellectual energy in 
them even If it la at times misdireoted. 

A Normal School upiler eallghtkied direo 
tion would do muoh to 'eliminate both for- 
malists and empirics from 'the teaching 
St ill' of the Province and tifeot a great im 
provement in tho methods cf teaching, 
although, in our opinion, it would not make 
grading teachers aooording to ability uu 
nossary. We want it to be distinctly under 
stood that the Colonist seta a very high 
value on Normal Sohoola, and that It is as 
desirous to see one established in this Prov 
Idco as either the Minister of Education or 
the Superintendent of Education. 



PARLIAMENTARY REPORTS. 

It appears that our reports of the proceed 
logs of the legislature do not please the 
Timea — a self-constituted censor modestly 
concealing the evidence of its qualifioatlon 
for the cflSco. Quibbling and mlarepreaenta 
tion are the most pronounced charaoteristica 
of its allies who in tho legislature, boing "in 
opposition," have but the one idea — of op 
posing everything brought forward by the 
government. Naturally their utterances in 
the houae are largely wind and 
froth, and the amall proportion of 
substance is cften mainly shoddy. II an 
opposition speaker talks for an hour and 
says so little that he can be fairly reported 
in a dcz ;n lines, the fact ia to bo deplored, 
but the paper which spares its readers and 
reapeots their intelligence should not be held 
reaponaible. For the aame reason that the 
opposition are anxious to ao time their 
apeeohes In the house that the members of the 
governmont cannot immediately answer their 
attacks and expose their trickery, they are 
no doubt desirous of getting the benefit of 
tho cironiation of a reapeotabie and widely 
road newepaper auoh aa the Colonist. But 
we must decline to print under the shelter 
of parliamentary privilege Btatonionts which, 
because of their false and slandorous nature, 
wo would not think c f publishing if deliv- 
ered elsewhere than in the house. Fancy 
the Thunderer reporting curious mixtures of 
slander and nonsense such aa are here some- 
times cirjrod as debate 1

■ veraation yesterday one of the party saiii ; 
" There are 65 of our people still in tlm 
North and they are getting alonij very fair- 
ly. They want for nothing in the way of 
provisions, and aa I am forwarding about 
5100 wortn of eii[)plica to tlitiii I dou't lhiiik 
thoy will. At proaeiit tlioy are ail on'gagoil 
rn'iking traila through the country, their 
object b/mg to take advantage of thini In 
thu apriuR iu takicK up locations. Thoy all 
livt) at prcaont in rudely oonatructed tern 
pnrary cabins, and are contented and hippy. 
Oj Njvembor 15 wo had nearly ono foul of 
snow on the ground, but llils diaappuarod 
quickly with a fall ( f ruin and the weather 
continued changeable until the 2.')ch of the 
Baiiia month. Then about two inches of 
snow covered the ground and clear, froaly 
weather act in, lasting up till tho time 1 
left." 

THE " uetroit" surveyhd. 
Captain Colllater, inspector of hulls ; 
Captain Molntyre, of the Ciata Rica, and 
Captain Warn, of the achooner Rimao, yea- 
terday visited the diatreeaed oollitr Detroit 
in E quimalt harbor for tho purpose of 
making an ciBoial survey. Thoy found the 
voaaol still making ooasiderable water and 
the pumps kept busy ; altbouch their In- 
veatigations were rot by any means com- 
pleted they aaw enough to lead to the oon- 
olusion that the present trouble arises from 
an old wound.

To THE Editoh:— I see by an article 
headed " A Suggestion " in your iasuo of 
yesterday, that the Superintendent of EJu- 
o-ttion has recommended the oatablishmeot 
of a Normal Sahool for teachors, and that a 
commencement might be made in that di- 
rection by the appointment of two teachers 
as instruotora. If my memory serves me 
right the Minister of Education also, on one 
or two oooanona, advocated the estsbliah- 
moot of a Normal Sobool, and stated that 
thi whole annual expenditure for such a 
necessary Institution need not exceed $5,- 
000. " A Suggestion " hints that these two 
expertp, vho are auppoaed to have duly 
maatered ttaelr subject, are uU wrong and 
that the same advantages moy bo obtained 
in Bomo niyaterlous manner by an old gent- 
leman ciUtid "Experience," who Is to teach 
tho tcachera in their respective schools — 
which are scattered over '200,000 square 
ndlea — ;kll tho iot ricaoiea of pedagogy Ireo of 
all charge and t.Kpcnse to tho country. 

If any of tho iiuichors refuse to bo guided 
by thia old {gentleman culled " E.\perienci 
thoy are to bo brought before one of t 
aui.ocraiB o-vlb d ajlinol inapectora and to bo 
iniinorf ial ely cast out.

mora light on the Bubj'ct. 

First of ! 11 it acems that tho tf'-^chera are 
•0 ixoi-rimcnt upon the pupils and by tho 
llghL of oxporioaco remedy any difccta that 
u.iiBt In thumsulvoH ua lit ai d piopor poraora 
to teach Llio young, and ihoio who have 
practiced on tho young minds and failed 
tignally are to bo oast out. I feel inolinod 
to say, pour pupils ! and to ask what t' 
parents would thick of it. 

Then again, to oome to the praotic d 
working ot suoh a system, let us try to fol- 
low the judges, the two school inspectors. 
I take it for granted that on visiting a 
school an inspeotor mutt devote at loaati a 
week to examining and watching thorcsullB 
of the working teacher, and even then hia 
decision must rest on very Imporfocb 
grounds. There are, I believe, over 216 
Bohoola in the province and about 320 
t achora ; therefore it would take the two 
inapccto a at, loaat four years to Inspect and 
deoido upon ' ho o ipaclty of all tho teaohora. 
Hut thniic 21 () Bchoola are Bcuttorcd over 
L'Ud.OUO Kjuaro miles, tliorofore I want 
know who ia tn piy tho travolling expenaea 
of the inapcci-ora ? If it ia to bo uhurgod 
the government it will mount up to u very 
large turn indeed, and thu old gentleman 
" Expoilonoe," would bo voiy expcneivo. 

Again, tho school trustees — who ropro 
aont the people — now appoint tho teacher! 
and are very joaloua of Ihoir ri^hta. Say, a 
aohool inapector oomea roucd and oxaminea a 
teacher who haa boon trying to touch him 
self to teach by oxporiinonting upon hi 
pupils, but the InapcQtor tells him that ho 
knows nothing about his business and must 
go. The eohool trustocB, however, think 
difTerently. What then 'i 

Normal schools for teachors, which aro 
now being established all over the civilized 
world, acton the principle that children 
are nob uoanb to be experimented upon ; 
that it ia not Intended that they should 
toach tho teachers, hot' that) the teaoheia 
should bo fully competent (or the Important 
rcgpoDiibility of tenohlng the ohildren. 



Consequently, after the aapiranta for teach- 
erahlpa have paaaed a qualifying examina- 
tion to show that they have braina, they 
are'draftod Into the Normal school, where 
under speoial expurta they aro trained in tho 
art of loaohicg and those who are found 
poascased of the neoeaaary (jualitioa are 
granted cerciQcatea, while tho balance ia 
sent empty away. School trustees are then 
told : Here is u stock of highly trained 
teachers from whom you inuac aelcct ; take 
which you like, they are all good. 

According to my lights I should prefer u 
Normal school to the " old gentleman."

TB&CHBBS' QUAIiIFiCATIONS. 

To THE EniTOB :— Year suggestion In the 
direction of avoiding for the present the ex- 
penditure neoessary for a '* Normal School" 
deserves serious oonsideration. 

There is a well grouoded feeling among 
maty of the best friends of free popular 
education that its inoreasiog cost is its most 
dangerous enemy, and that until the very 
beat roaults are obtainable from tho present 
oipondiiuro it ia unwiae to go on piling on 
the ugony until poaaibly in sbeer defpair the 
oppreaaed ratepayers be tempted to abake off 
the yoke entirely. 

I believe with you thataomo well ordered 
and Buccoi-aful eilort could be made by the 
educational authoritioa " to grade teachers 
acootding to their known ability to teach," 
the immediate elloct of which would be an 
immense atimulua to young teachers to avail 
theniEolvoa cf their abundant opportunities 
to acquire the technical knowledge and ix 
porioncH necessary for i\ " grade." 

IJr. Popo ia undoubtedly right in stating 
that it ia unwiao as a general rule to place a 
sahool in charge of a teacher who possesaea 
no other n commendation than a certificitc, 
hut what has ho done to prevent thia tolly '! 
All the certificitos issued by him are alike 
in thia reapecr, that tho moat incapably and 
oven a pronounced failure aa far as ability 
to teacti or to maintain dinclplino ia cou- 
cornod, haa tho aamo recommendation in 
Ilia cortiticato aa tho oldest and moat auc- 
oeasful toacher, and it ia only by costly ex- 
perience on the part of truateo boards re- 
peated hero and there all over the province 
that bhe incapables are eventually eatlmated 
at their true worth. 

But your excellent idea suggests a way to 
greatly improve on this state of things, 
even with the Normal school in abey- 
ance, and I hope it will be adopted. 
With the facilities they have, the educa- 
tional authorities ought to be able in a 
very abort time to give nearly every teacher 
a "rating," and, indeed, I have often won- 
dered what the legitimate duty of the in- 
spectors of schools could be, unless it in- 
cluded a comprehensive estimate of tho 
teacher'a ability to teach. 

1 truat, Mr. liditor, that having put your 
hand to tho plow you will not look back un- 
til some important changes are made by 
which the competent, suoceaaful, and de- 
aerving teacher receivea official recognition 
aoQoiding to hia teaching meritB, on the 
face of his certidoates. " Slo.MA."

To THE Editor : — It has always been 
known and acknowledged that the primary 
oauae of contamination to the water supply 
of thia city ariaes from the maaa of decom- 
poaing matter In the pond called Beaver lake 
and the slough connecting it with E'k lake, 
a place, which, before the dam wua built, 
could be crossed dry shod, Now comes an 
expert who seems to have been imported by 
the counoil for the sole purpose of indoreing 
Its proposed action to buy up an enormous 
quantity of nseleaa land ; who admits in cue 
breath that the water should Im admitted to 
the filter beds in as pure a state as possible, 
and that undoubtedly the water is the pur- 
cat In Elk lake proper ; in the next breath, 
advising that tbe water should atili be drawn 
otr into tho filter bods after passing through 
the slough and pond. 

I aay nothing of Mr. Hiwkes' capabilities, 
aa a walorworka expert, but why all the 
loading (|uoationa and auggestions by tho 
membera of the council at tho conference ? 
I am glad to aay I did not vote for the loan 
to enable the council to indulge in a huge 
land deal ; and I imagine many of those who 
did now bitterly regret their action. The 
loan Ijy Uw ahuuld never havo been paaaed 
without a defioito and intelligent acheme 
being laid before tho ratcpaycra, and a guar 
antco that tho money voted would bo apent 
for the purpoBo for which it waa intended, 
and In a proper manner, by competent com- 
miasionerB, and not aubject to tho whima 
and caprices of a possibly incompetent couU' 
oil and Its probably atili more incompetent 
employes.

Some of the fancy 
pieces aro in silver gilt, cC'iubiuod with 
enamel. There are other Soral designs 
in spoons and forks that ore notable. 
One, a clirysantliomum design with ef- 
flnriatinns sj)reading on to thebowl's re- 
verse, is very effective. 

In silver pitchers the tendency to an- 
gularity is marked, as it is in vases. 
There is a notable increase in tlie latter. 
Solitaire vases aro observed in all sizes. 
Coffeepots aro slender and npriglit. 
Some Moorish and Ttirkisli forms pro- 
vail. England has never talcen tho lead 
in coffeepots, being a tea drinking land. 
Accordingly oriental stylos prevail, ox- 
plains The Jewelers' Circular, author- 
ity for the foregoing timely informa- 
tion. 

A Clover Device. 

A. clever device of tho florist to pro- 
vent flowers in largo open bowls from 
falling together and crowding each oth- 
er is the use of a piece of wire netting 
placed over tho month of the bowl. 
That in whicli tho mcslies are about 
half an inch stjuaro is best for tho pur- 
pose, and tho pieces should bo cut tlio 
exact shape and a trille larger than tlio 
vaso or bowl on which they aro to bo 
n.sed, says Ilarpi.'r's Baziir. 

After tilling tho receptaclo with wa- 
ter lay tho netting on top and arrange 
tho flowers, ono or more in each mesh. 
In this way thoy aro kept in perfect po- 
sition, while tho netting itself is invisi- 
ble, and an added advantage is tho oaso 
with whicli tlio water in tlie bowl m;vy 
bo changed, it Ijciiig enly neees.s;iry to 
lift tiiu netting oil', llowers and all, ami 
replace it in the same way. This <jb- 
viatos tho necessity of handling each 
blossom and saves much timo whoro a 
number of vases need doily attention.

SPIRITUALISM WITH A 



The Varied ami Uiiit|uo E.xperieiice of 
a Seveutli Son of a 
Seventh Son. 

His RcminiHcenccs Fail to Cliarni and 
the Auilieuce Demamla a Visible 
Beturn of Silver. 



In Pioneer hall last night a number of 
persons gathered, drawn thither by the an- 
nouncement iu an advertisement appearing 
in the morning Coi-ONIst that F. (i. Pres- 
ton, of London, Eng., would bu on hand to 
givo " positive ovidonco of continued cxial- 
enoe and return of spiritual being once in 
the flesh," and to show "some remarkable 
aatral methods." The entrance fee was 50 
cents— rather a oonsiderablo amount theso 
hard timo8--but still twenty-six Bearchers 
after experience were brought tngothor. 

At 8 o'clock the advertiser took his 
place upon tho platform and from a nianu- 
soript began in a tremulous voice to reiul 
some remarkable reminijoencos. He aiiitl 
that ho had been under spiritualiatic in- 
fluenco from the tender age of six years and 
ibat his power increased annually. Ho told 
of constructing an alphabetic board and 
gave some profane speeches which 
were supposed to emanate from it. 
He told of his in due time 
marrying " a boautlful youog lady," who 
got tired of seeing him in two places at 
onoe — 

" And no wonder," ejaculated a lady to 
the writer's left, " one place would be 
enough for such a sight." 

While bis astral body was writing moa- 
aages, she rudely awakened bis physical 
body, "thereby causing him mnoh b'agony." 

In a sad tono he related the olimaX/Of ilia 
domestio ixperiecoa — "She got tired of my 
frequent manifestations and went baok to 
her folks." 

Next he told a atartlint; tale of riding a 
"spirited" horse in- Toronto, of being 
thrown and leaving his body for a little 
while, and of again entering it, with more 
Bubaiquent " h'&gony." All this time ho 
aolemuly assured bis audionco that people 
thought he " was a witch." Ho next 
related how apirilH " ato through " 
and " drank througii " a medium of his 
development ; and o^iu'^ed to havo prepared 
their favorite dishes for them ; tho ppirile 
dragging tho modiundstio cook under the 
tablo when her preparations wore not spirit- 
uullstically paUtablo. 

Anot her, and nearly the last incident ro 
counted, was that of a female spirit who 
porsietently swore at tho lecturer. 

Poor man I That spirit waa not the only 
one who so reliuv.d her feelings could he 
only havo kniiwi. it. 

At the end of thia todiona retdtal the 
apoakfr asked thoflu present to form a circle 
and j )in hauda. Thia they did. He then 
urged hia pitient audienco to " aing some- 
thing. " No one responding, he said, " Then 
I will rcoite something to put ua all 
ia harmony," and forthwith, in n 
lar-away rone, he inoanted a star/.i from 
Cowper Twas Cowper rcwined. His iai 
tiul " li'a " and final g'a " wore like the 
apirits, misaing. Tho magio circle failed to 
evolve anything. Then the still unblush- 
ing speaker drew a little tablo into the cir- 
cle and invited four people to "sit at it," 
assuring them that he bad "seen a table 
raise nigh on to four feet." 

At this juncture one of the much-enduring 
victims arose and demanded somothing 
" astral" or bis "money back," telling the 
lecturer that the people of VIotoria would 
not be BO viotimized. The " Spiritualist " 
oonsented to the refund and all of the twen- 
ty-six followed suit. 

The President of thn H. C. Society nf 
SpiritualistB was present and announcid 
that that society in no way countenanced 
tho night's performance. .Sadder and wieer 
the audienco wended their several ways 
homeward, with Shakespeare soliloquizing -. 
" I oan coll spirits from tho vasty deep." 
" And 80 can I ; and so oan any man ; 
" But will thoy come when you do call thorn 1 " 



LIBBBAL 

Sprakers Tell What the Mberals Would Do— 
If They Were Only Klcctcd. 

There were some fifty poopio preecnt at 
tho meeting held last night by the Liberal 
AaaociatioB at Spring RIdgo. Aid. W. J. 
Dwyer ocotinied the chair, and called on 
Hon. A. N Richards for tho Ikat speeob. 

Mr. Richards took as his subject tho 
Liberal platform adopted at the Uttuwa con- 
vention. Among other things it waa pro- 
posed to abolish tho .Senate. Tho senatore 
being appointed for life could harasa a 
government to which thoy woro oppoaod, 
and there was no remedy like that provide<l 
in JCnglund whore if the Lorda woro oppoaod 
to tho govornmcnb tho administration could 
create new Lordo and carry their point in 
that way. Had it nob boon for tho Con- 
servative Senate oppoaing Mr. Mackenzie's 
bill tho Dominion govornmunb would havo 
built the Island roilway, Ihe country was 
beginning to think it oonld do without the 
Senate as it waa of very little uae and ooat a 



great, deal If the Liberals were returned a 
bill uiighl lie pasaed to ubnIlBh tho .Senate, 
and oouBciit obtained in England to make 
tho ohango. Tho couutry waa ooniing to 
tho conclusion t^hat tho Senato was a coatly 
ocd uselssa Bcoond chamber. Protection 
was perhtpa the greatest issue between the 
parties to-day, but he would leave its dis- 
cussion to other speakers. 

Mr. ByroQ H. Wtsti was the next speaker 
on the programnno, bat he was not present. 

Mr, \V. A. Robertson stepped into the 
broach and spoke agninat protection as in- 
juring tho mining luduilry. British Co- 
lumbia was more cf a mining oonntry than 
anything else and it waa of the highest im- 
portanoe that the mines ihnuld be fostered 
As the farmer was tared 35 per osnt. for hia 
farming implements he had to charge tho 
minor more for hia supplies than would 
othorwiao ho the case. It waa claimed that 
machinery not manufaclured in the Do- 
minion could be brought in froo of duty, bub 
it would not work to advantogo lo bring 
part of the machinery for a mill from one 
place and, perhops, Iho onglnea from an- 
other. It waa hotter to get Iho whole ma- 
chinery from one firm. Tho freer mining 
was tho more the country would prosper. 
Coal mining, ho alec claimed, was badly 
bandic:ip|)od in thia country. 

Mr. U. S()ragge hold tliat protection had 
been toisted upon tho country and had 
proved a failure ll hud not helped either 
manufacturer or worker. The sqiieezlDg 
out of tho small manufaoturer, he main- 
tained, wna dona by rings asaiatcd by tho 
govornaient, which waa kept in power by 
tho boodle of the favortd few. Ho drew tho 
picture of a manufacturer who sat smoking 
at his ease iu luxury, with his feet propped 
up higher than hia bead, cutting down his 
workmen') wages to pay boodle to th« gov^ 
ernmeot. 

Mr. William Marohant held that protec- 
tion injored oommerco and had failed to 
keep up wages. A protective tariff was a 
direct iaoontivo to steal from the govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Hsughton wanted to know in what 
way the Liberals proposed to raise a revenue. 
Was it by direct baxation } laxeshad to be 
raised, and as Mc. Lsurier stated that we 
could not have freo trade in Canada aa prao- 
tiafd in England, how was revenue to be 
had? 

Hon. Mr. Richards replied that the Lib- 
erals proposed to have a tariff for revenne — 
one ignorioK proteotion. It was impossible 
to have free trade, but it was intended to go 
as far in that direction as poealble. At pre- 
sent maniifacturoa paid no taxes ; it was 
tho goods imported that had to pay the 
dutica. It was proposed to make the man- 
ufaoturera pay their aharo. 

After some further discussion the meeting 
broke op about haif-paat ten.

Se.ith of the P'ounder of the St:oK Oivnal and 
Eiiului/cr of Tlmt of I'ltnama, 

I'AitiH, Dec. 7. — Ferdinand de Loaaeps the
